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Pensioner 
attacked at 
home still 
in hospital 

AN OSWESTRY pensioner 
attacked as he slept at home 
is still in hospital more than 
a week after the assault. 

Charles Green’s family- 
say they are trying to keep 
the 87-year-old’s spirits up 
as he recovers from his 
ordeal. 

Mr Green, from Amble- 
side Road, was attacked 
after waking to find raiders 
in his house at 2.45am last 
Monday. 

He was left with bleeding 
on the brain, a double frac¬ 
ture to his left hip socket, a 
severely swollen and split 
ear and serious bruising to 
the back of his neck and his 
arms. His son Terry Green 
said his father was still in 
hospital in Stoke. 

He said: “He’s still with 
us and he is talking. I think 
the hospital is more upbeat 
than him. He is aware of the 
reality of what happened. 
He is being looked after by 
his family. ” 

He said he was very grate¬ 
ful to all of the staff for the 
treatment his father was 
being given. He said: “The 
situation should never have 
arisen but as it has they are 
doing the best for him. 

“It is up to us to try and 
raise his spirits.” 

Maria Wilkinson, spokes¬ 
woman for West Mercia 
Police, said police were con¬ 
tinuing their inquiries. Two 
men have been released on 
bail in connection with the 
incident.

BERNARD MARTIN, one of 
Oswestry’s best known business¬ 
men and former head of the Mar¬ 
tin’s Cash & Carry business, has 
died aged 81. 

Mr Martin took over the family 
grocery shop from his father in 
Trefonen and developed the busi¬ 
ness into one of the biggest cash 
and carry operations in the coun¬ 
try. 

At its peak, the thriving busi¬ 
ness employed over 200 people in 
Oswestry and enjoyed a customer 
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base all across Shropshire, Mid & 
North Wales. 

Mr Martin retired in 1991 and 
the cash and carry business closed 
in 2002. 

His son Mr Peter Martin said 
his father had fought a brave bat¬ 
tle against prostate cancer. 

“He was a wonderfully support¬ 
ive father and I couldn’t possibly 
have had a better Dad. 

“After the business and his fam¬ 


ily, his two passions were golf and 
football. He was a keen footballer 
in his youth with Treflach and 
Oswestry and also had trials with 
Sheffield Wednesday. 

“He was proud to live in Trefo¬ 
nen and apart from his military 
service in the Durham Light 
Infantry, never left the area.” 

A tribute was also paid by 
Howard Jones, secretary of 
Llanymynech Golf Club where Mr 
Martin had been a past captain, 
president and long time trustee. 


He said: “He loved the club 
immensely and was a generous 
benefactor for the junior section.” 

Mr Martin met his wife Marie 
when they both played at 
Llanymynech. 

As well as his wife and son, Mr 
Martin also leaves a daughter 
Valerie Edwards, six grandchil¬ 
dren and two great grandchildren. 

A funeral service will take place 
on Wednesday at Trefonen at 
lpm, followed by cremation at 
Emstrey.

TOWN WAR ON 
KILLER DRUG 


OSWESTRY THIS week declared war on GHB as 
the town launched a two-pronged fightback 
against the killer drug. 

A mother and daughter whose family have been 
hit by the drug helped organise a special event to 
warn of its dangers, while pub landlords revealed 
they are stepping up their campaign against it. 


The moves came after town 
MP Owen Paterson called for 
the drug to be upgraded to class 
B from class C. 

Mr Paterson said he had been 
told the “extremely addictive” drug 
had been linked to two deaths in 
Oswestry - which is believed to 
have the highest rate of users in the 
country. 

Terri Evans, 25, and Eirwen 
Day, from Walford and North 
Shropshire College, worked with 
Keil Thomas, 25, and Jason Wird- 
nam, 21, to stage a GHB awareness 
event at the Shrewsbury Road cam¬ 
pus. 

Worries 

Mrs Evans said both her broth¬ 
ers had been affected by the drug. 

“It is not nice to see. What wor¬ 
ries me is I have children myself 
and my eldest is eight years old and 
I worry she may be offered it at 
some stage. 

“My brothers are off it now and I 
want to help others.” 

Mrs Day said she was also study¬ 
ing at the college in a bid to help 
those affected by drugs. 

She said: “My 29-year-old son 
was most affected by it. 

“He got off it because he was 
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tired of the vicious cycle but it is a 
hell of a thing to get off of.” 

Meanwhile Oswestry publicans 
have welcomed plans to keep tester 
kits behind the bar in a bid to com¬ 
bat use of the illegal drug. 

Shropshire Young People’s Sub¬ 
stance Misuse team spokesman 
Roy Tirrill told this week’s Pub- 
watch meeting the drug can be 
hard to detect because it looks like 
water and has no smell. 

He revealed a special GHB steer¬ 
ing group in the county was consid¬ 
ering getting special tester kits for 
Oswestry’s licensed premises to 
use. 

Police Constable Mark Moth said 
the kits were “fantastic” but expen¬ 
sive. 

Frank Francis, chairman of 
Oswestry Pubwatch, said: “It is a 
good idea to put forward. 

“It could be a useful thing for 
doormen in the town to use if they 
are suspicious that someone may 
be carrying the illegal liquid.” 

Mr Tirrill will now take the idea 
back to the steering group to see if 
they can move the plans forward.

Mayor’s warning to taxpayers

OSWESTRY’S NEW mayor 
has warned taxpayers they 
could face a double tax 
whammy if the town council 
takes on too many services. 

Councillor Cynthia Hawk¬ 
sley says it is important 
there are clear ground rules 
in place before town councils 
take over services being cut 
by Shropshire Council. 

Councillor Hawksley took 
over as Mayor of Oswestry at 
a ceremony on Monday and 
said she was looking forward 
to working with Shropshire 
Council. She said town coun¬ 
cils across Shropshire were 
working on a new charter for 
working with the council. 

“Cementing the new char¬ 
ter of joint working and co¬ 
operation will be very 
important but I believe this 
council must be wary of 
accepting more services 
from the unitary council. 

“Ultimately, if any local 
council takes on any addi¬ 
tional services then these 
will have clear cost implica¬ 
tions. Undoubtedly this will 
result in double taxation to 
our local residents unless 
the principal council reduces 
its own council tax demand. 

“This is unlikely, so there¬ 
fore I believe that it is very 
important that clear ground 
rules are set.” 


nip brands 
pylon plan 
for area as 
monstrous 

PLANS WHICH could see 
hundreds of wind turbines 
and pylons built across 
Oswestry and the borders 
have been condemned as 
“monstrous” by an MP. 

Montgomery MP Glyn 
Davies warned the plans 
posed a serious threat to the 
tourism industry and were 
already causing damage 
with falling house prices. 

He told a debate in West¬ 
minster that Mid Wales 
wind farms were inefficient 
and a National Grid scheme 
to link them to power lines 
in Shropshire could involve 
46m high pylons. 

A route has not yet been 
chosen for the 400,000 volt 
line and National Grid has 
stressed no decision has 
been made about whether it 
would go under or over¬ 
ground. 

But Mr Davies told Parlia¬ 
ment: “Our entire region - 
the beautiful land that is 
Mid Wales - is to be sacri¬ 
ficed at the altar of a false 
god. The consequences of 
this proposal would be to 
totally destroy the place that 
we love. 

“The proposals envisage 
the granting of permission 
for the erection of another 
600 to 800 new onshore tur¬ 
bines in Mid Wales, a 20 acre 
electricity substation and 
about 100 miles of new 
cable, much of it carried on 
steel towers 150ft high. It is 
scarcely believable.” 

Meanwhile hundreds of 
protestors will be at a rally 
today ahead of a planned 
march on the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly in Cardiff. A “Stop The 
Pylon” rally is being held at 
Dolgead Hall, in Llanfair 
Caereinion at 7.30pm.

“The town council’s posi¬ 
tion is that, following the 
widest possible consultation 
then the net capital pro¬ 
ceeds arising from the 
scheme will be used to pro¬ 
vide financial contributions 
for regeneration projects for 
the wider economic, envi¬ 
ronmental and social bene¬ 
fit of the community. 

“These will be linked to 
the Shropshire Community 
Strategy, the local develop¬ 
ment framework and the 
Oswestry town plan.” 

Councillor Channon said 
that the council had been 
very clear about its intent 
and it was a concern to read 
of any doubt or uncertainty 
about its commitment. 

“The council has also 
reaffirmed its committed 
support to the Oswestry 
Livestock Market.” 

The Smithfield was one of 
four applications for a new 
superstore with the others 
being refused planning per¬ 
mission. Recently the devel¬ 
oper behind a scheme for the 
JT Hughes car sales and 
Guttercrest land in Victoria 
Road announced it was 
appealing against refusal. 


to be firm 
over scheme 


THE NEW Mayor of Oswes¬ 
try has encouraged her town 
council colleagues to stand 
firm on plans for spending 
money gained from the Live¬ 
stock Market project. 

Councillor Cynthia Hawk- 
sley said the recent Shrop¬ 
shire Council strategic 
planning committee meet¬ 
ing indicated some doubt as 
to the intended use of the net 
capital proceeds arising 
from the scheme by the town 
council. 

“The regeneration project 
of the Livestock Market con¬ 
tinues to suffer from delay,” 
she added.

BOGUS CHARITY collec¬ 
tors may be operating in the 
Oswestry area, Shropshire 
Council’s trading standards 
team has warned. 

A warning went out this 
week asking people to be on 
the lookout for organisa¬ 
tions carrying out door-to- 
door collections which give 
the impression that they are 
connected to air ambulance 
charities. 

Distributed leaflets have 
come from a number of 
organisations including Air 
Ambulance Service (Trad¬ 
ing Co) Ltd and Air Ambu¬ 
lance Support Ltd. More 
recently they have also been 
received from (E&N Tex¬ 
tiles) Ltd. 

Anyone receiving such a 
leaflet is urged to read it 
very carefully to be sure they 
are happy to leave their 
unwanted items for these 
organisations to collect. 

“These identified organi¬ 
sations are not charities, and 
it is understood that they 
have no connection with any 
of the regional air ambu¬ 
lances that people might 
associate them with, and as 
such no money raised will be 
passed to the local air ambu¬ 
lance,” said David Edwards, 
head of trading standards.

Revamp scheme for town's 
market hall now step closer 


AMBITIOUS PLANS to revamp Oswestry’s 
market hall have moved a step closer after 
town officials revealed they have put the pro¬ 
ject out to tender. 

David Preston, Oswestry Town Council clerk, said com¬ 
panies have been invited to make a bid to carry out the 
facelift plans on the 1960s market hall at the top of Bailey 
Head. 

The Powis Hall building, which houses the three-day-a- 
week market, won an online voting competition in The 
Times newspaper, by design company My Deco. 

The prize was £50,000 to be given in kind - the estimated 
cost of the advice from designer Sir Terence Conran and 
materials. 

Costings 

Sir Terence offered suggestions on how to upgrade the 
facility and meetings with traders also helped with propos¬ 
als for the new designs. 

Suggestions included installing a lift, WiFi, improved 
lighting and heating, refurbished toilets and a new, disabled 
toilet. 

Councillors have been working with an architect and a 
quantity surveyor on detailed costings. 

Mr Preston said now the tender process had begun he 
hoped to receive a formal report by early June. 

He said: “We have just gone out to tender this week with 
the My Deco proposals, with as much of the scheme as pos¬ 
sible incorporated into the plans. 

“Requests from the traders have also been incorporated 
in the plans including new disabled toilets, toilet facilities 
the installation of a lift and the option of solar panels.” 

The town council still need an extra £50,000 to help with 
the work. 

Oswestry Town Mayor, Councillor Cynthia Hawksley, 
said: “We are delighted at last to go out to tender. 

“The MyDeco contribution has still to reach the promised 
£50,000, however we feel with the interest in the market at 
the present time, no further delays should be made.” 

Shropshire Councillor Martin Bennett said: “I think, like 
the majority of the members of the town council, we will be 
relieved when this long-running programme to upgrade the 
Powis Market Hall is not only in progress but has been com¬ 
pleted.”

Quinnell, who played number 8 for 
Wales, Llanelli RFC, the Llanelli Scar¬ 
lets and the Lions, scored 11 tries for 
Wales and captained his country on 
seven occasions, revealed his own 
struggles at school. 

“I want them to know that they 
shouldn’t give up on school,” he said.

“We were looking to improve our 
provision for pupils with dyslexia and 
other learning difficulties and con¬ 
tacted Scott who said he would like to 
come and talk to the pupils here,” said 
Miss Williams, who added that the 
staff, possibly more than the pupils, 
were excited by the visit on Tuesday.

Appalled 

A spokesman for the 
group said: “The Shropshire 
Branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England is 
appalled by National Grid’s 
proposals.” 

Kinnerley Parish Council 
has also been asked to put 
the issue on its meeting 
agenda on May 17 by resi¬ 
dents after more than 70 
people met at Maesbrook 
Village Hall to learn about 
the plans. 

Councillor Roger Davies, 
from the Maesbrook ward, 
attended the meeting and 
said people were against the 
proposals. 


id-Wales into the 
which runs north to 
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Julie Lyons, also at the 
meeting, said people were 
opposed to the plans and 
they voiced fears over prop¬ 
erty devaluation and the 
effects on tourism and the 
countryside. 

She said: “All present 
agreed it must be opposed.” 

Councillor for Nesscliffe 
Parish Council, David 
Roberts, said after its recent 
meeting they decided to join 
other parishes. 

He said: “We are liaising 
with other parish councils to 
be a united voice. 

“All parish councils will be 
opposed to these pylons.” 

The 400kV connection 
would run from a new sub¬ 
station built at either Cefn 
Coch or Abermule and take 
one of 10 suggested routes to 
feed into the National Grid 
at either Lower Frankton or 
Wigmarsh, near Oswestry, 
or Walford Heath, near 
Baschurch. 

A National Grid spokes¬ 
man said no detailed route 
had yet been chosen.

FARMERS MUST be properly compensated 
if electricity pylons cross their land to con¬ 
nect wind farms in Mid Wales to the 
National Grid, a farmer has said. 

Edward Wigley, who farms near Oswes¬ 
try, said pylons on his land had severely 
affected his working methods. He was 
speaking at a meeting called by the National 
Farmers’ Union which is looking at plans by 
the National Grid for a 400,000 volt line. 

The pylons, the largest structures used in 
the National Grid, could run along one of 10 
suggested corridors to connect to the grid at 
Walford Heath, Wigmarsh or Lower Frank¬ 
ton. Mr Wigley told the meeting at Oswestry 
Rugby Club: “A pylon in the middle of a field 


destroys the field. If they are coming over¬ 
head we need to ensure the maximum com¬ 
pensation. Pylons completely change a field. 
If you are working the field it takes far 
longer. There is complete disruption.” 

Farmers said they were concerned about 
health risks and others said the line should 
go underground. Many were against wind- 
farms. They said the route with the least 
environmental impact should be a priority. 

David Morris, from West Felton, said the 
scheme should go on hold while investiga¬ 
tions were carried out. He added: “If we 
don’t want these overhead lines then we 
could hold out for compulsory purchase - 
that could stall the project.” 


Plans for 
ballot on 
electric 
proposal 

MONTGOMERYSHIRE is 
set to go to the polls again - 
this time to vote on the sub¬ 
ject of wind turbines, a sub¬ 
station and electricity 
pylons across the area. 

The move follows a meet¬ 
ing of the Montgomeryshire 
Local Council Forum which 
voted to seek public views by 
holding a public ballot. 

The forum, made up of the 
area’s local community and 
town councils, has been voic¬ 
ing concerns for three years 
and has already petitioned 
parliament and the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 

A public vote on a range of 
questions will take place 
from June 11 to June 16 in 
each of the communities rep¬ 
resented, including Welsh¬ 
pool, Newtown, Llandrino, 
Landisillio, Llanfyllyn, 
Llanfechain and Kerry. 

Other community coun¬ 
cils affected will be offered 
the chance to join in, includ¬ 
ing Montgomery, Llanfair 
Caereinion, Castle Caerein- 
ion, Abermule, 

Llanymynech, Criggion, 
Forden/Leighton, Guilsfield 
and others. 

The questions will range 
from wind farms, pylon 
lines, electricity hubs, trans¬ 
port and looking at seeking a 
public inquiry into the whole 
basis of TAN8, the planning 
guidance for the projects. 

Forum secretary Robert 
Robinson said: “There will 
be information issued prior 
to the voting week and this 
will not be biased one way or 
the other but give the facts 
so that people can make up 
their own minds.”

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Parents reveal fears 
on school shake-up 


Hundreds pack 
education talks 

HUNDREDS OF protesters packed into Llanfyllin High 
School to air views over planned changes to sixth form edu¬ 
cation. Three rooms were used to hold the 700 people who 
attended the meeting. 

The evening was organised for Powys County Council to 
hear people’s thoughts on its plans for a shake-up of sec¬ 
ondary and sixth form education in mid Wales. Plans for 
Llanfyllin High School include options to merge it with 
Caereinion High School, be part of a Welsh medium reor¬ 
ganisation plan or move students to a post-16 “hub”. 

Tom Ellis was a pupil at the school in 1951 and he 
returned as a teacher until retirement. He said it would 
“send me to my grave” if officials followed through with pro¬ 
posals and pleaded with officials to “consider Llanfyllin in 
isolation”. 

The public also pleaded with officials not to take the 
Welsh language away from the school curriculum. 

Huw Williams, Llanrhaeadr community councillor, said: 
“I am astonished to be standing here. I never thought I 
would be in a Welsh school in Wales pleading for the Welsh 
language to be kept in Llanfyllin School. We live our lives as 
Welsh people, don’t you dare take our language away from 
us. This is a threat to our heritage and our language.” 

Paul Griffiths, from Powys County Council, said: “We are 
at the beginning of the processes. We are here to understand 
issues. ” 

Focus on fostering 

STAFF FROM Powys County Council’s fostering and adop¬ 
tion teams will be out and about for the next two weeks as 
part of Foster Carer Fortnight. 

The national awareness campaign will run from Monday 
to Friday and staff will visit seven towns in the county 
telling residents what is involved in becoming a foster carer.

People packed into Caereinion Leisure Centre, in Llan- 
fair Caereinion, to voice concerns at planned changes to sec¬ 
ondary and sixth form education. 

Proposals for Llanfair Caereinion School form part of 
Powys County Council’s plans for a shake-up of secondary 
and sixth form education in Mid Wales. 

The council has now held meetings at all 13 secondary 
schools and Coleg Powys campuses across the county. 

Plans which could result in the closure of sixth forms 
have already been approved by councillors. Management 
could also be streamlined and schools merged. 

Proud 

But Councillor Viola Evans, the town’s county council¬ 
lor, said the school was something the community was 
immensely proud of. 

She said: “I would like to see the figures for the short¬ 
fall in numbers of pupils and also the funding because our 
school is doing very well, thank you very much. 

“We have extremely talented teachers and they have 
had this consultation hanging over their heads creating a 
great worry. 

“I am also concerned that taking children to other 
schools by bus will do nothing to help reduce our carbon 
footprint. 

“I need to see good solid facts from the council and will 
fight to ensure our school stays unaffected as it is.” 

Ken Astley, who has a number of grandchildren at the 
school, said he felt that Welsh Assembly funding was not 
sufficient in Powys. 

He also accused Coleg Powys principal Simon Pirotte of 
“jumping on the bandwagon” to ensure the college had 
“more bums on seats”. 

He said: “The South Wales Assembly Government, as 
we call it here, has not done enough and it has let us down. 

“I also think Coleg Powys is jumping on the bandwagon 
here. 

“They used to do vocational stuff very well, but num¬ 
bers are dwindling. 

“They are only getting involved in this because they 
want more bums on seats when it has little to do with 
them.” 

But Mr Pirotte hit back, saying: “We do want more 
bums on seats, numbers are dwindling in education over¬ 
all in Powys. 

“But we work hard to ensure the right bum is on the 
right seat and would not jeopardise anything for that.”

POLICE ARE investigating 
a deliberate attempt to set 
an Oswestry home on fire 
while four people were 
inside, including a toddler 
and a three-month-old baby. 

A senior detective 
appealed for information to 
help identify the arsonists 
following the incident at a 
house in Maple Court 
shortly after lam last Fri¬ 
day. 

The fire service notified 
the police at about 1.20am 
they were attending the fire. 
Two adults - a man and a 
woman - and the two chil¬ 
dren escaped. 

The woman suffered from 
the effects of smoke inhala¬ 
tion and was given oxygen. 

Damage to the property 
was superficial, with scorch 
marks on the inside of the 
door and surrounds. There 
was also smoke damage to 
the premises. 

Detective Inspector Mick 
Homden said: “This was a 
deliberate attempt to set the 
house on fire. It appears a 
substance was put through 
the letterbox and set alight. 

“Fortunately, the two 
adults and two very young 
children were able to get out 
without serious mishap. But 
it could have resulted in a 
tragedy and the incident is 
being treated as arson.”

Railway dream firmly 
on the track to reality

HALF A mile of detached, iso¬ 
lated railway track might not 
seem like the start of a mighty 
journey, but it is in Oswestry. 

It’s not so much where that short 
piece of line will take you - it will take 
you to the other end and back, and you 
won’t leave town - but what it repre¬ 
sents. 

Before the Easter bank holiday, it 
had been more than four decades since 
a passenger train last pulled out of 
Oswestry Station. 

Generations have been born and 
grown to adulthood between services 
from the Oswald Road station. 

But after a two-year project to 
restore trains to the town, the first ser¬ 
vice pulled out along the short stretch 
of track between the Victorian station 
building and the Middleton Road 
Bridge in the town over the Easter 
weekend. 

Nigel Davies, chairman of Cambrian 
Heritage Railways which is leading the 
restoration, said the rebirth of the rail¬ 
way could have substantial benefits to 
the town. 

“The enthusiasts and other visitors 
brought in through events on the rail¬ 
way is substantial. It encourages the 
visitors to explore the retail offered in 
Oswestry, that’s vital. 

Tourism 


“Tourism has to be the main aim 
here. 

“You always look for visitors’ feed¬ 
back, that’s the most important thing, 
and we were very active in talking to as 
many passengers as we could as they 
disembarked. We didn’t have one nega¬ 
tive response. 

“That to me was the most gratifying 
part of the last two years. 

“And those people that did come are 
interested to see what happens next. 
We are developing and growing. They 
can come back every year and look at 
the new stretch that has been laid. 

“This has been a real opportunity 
and we have taken it with both hands. 
When I saw the train running alongside 
the restored platform for the first time 
it did send shivers down my spine. It 
was the result of a lot of hard work.” 

Around 800 people packed onto the 
single carriage of the railway to enjoy 
the new service over that first long 
weekend in April. 

Now it will continue to open through¬ 
out the summer, taking passengers 
across the short distance, while local 
people dream of bigger and better 
things for the reborn railway. 

Backed by the Future Jobs Fund 
through Shrewsbury firm Imagematch, 
around 80 people in the last nine

months have worked on restoring the 
railway in Oswestry. 

The early services saw a diesel 
engine and brake van shunting along 
the short stretch of track - an unusual 
choice for a railway, but a popular one. 

Now it is only a matter of time 
before the railway moves on to bigger 
and better things, a state which is 
exciting the interests of everyone in 
Oswestry, according to Mr Davies. 

He had not planned to get involved 
with the restoration of the platform 


and the railway, instead coming into 
the project, and bringing together var¬ 
ious agencies, through his role with the 
old Oswestry Borough Council. 

Now he is in place, however, he has 
plenty of enthusiasm for what has been 
achieved. 

“You can gauge from businesses you 
speak to that everybody is really 
excited and waiting for this to be deliv¬ 
ered,” Mr Davies said. 

“There’s an air of excitement but 
that also raises an air of expectancy. We 
do have pressure upon us, but it’s pres¬ 
sure we welcome. 

Passengers 

“In 12 months’ time we would love to 
be able to say that all the transport 
works orders are in place and we can 
take passengers as far as Gobowen. 

“It’s only a small start but from 
small acorns, big oak trees grow. The 
community is very interested in the 
link to Gobowen, we would love to see 
people able to buy tickets at Oswestry 
Station to take them to anywhere in 
the country.” 

He added: “If you were ever going to 
do a project like this, it wouldn’t be 
now, not with the current economic 
conditions. 

“But there’s some funding out there, 
and we can see light at the end of the 
tunnel. I’ve told the board we mustn’t 
rely on grants, and if we do it isn’t sus¬ 
tainable. We will do the best we can to 
fund it.” 

Passenger services from Oswestry 
ceased during the Beeching Cuts of the 
mid-60s and the platform at the station 
was partly demolished in the late 1980s 
to allow for freight traffic to pass 
through. This ended in 1988 and the 
line has remained dormant ever since. 

Llangollen’s heritage railway carries 
around 120,000 paying passengers 
each year, while the Severn Valley 
enjoys around 230,000 passengers, pro¬ 
viding a hint at the influx of tourism 
the service could bring to the region.

Out of an intake of over 80 student 
nurses (of which just over 40 will qual¬ 
ify this summer) I understand that just 
three have gained a promise of full¬ 
time employment within the NHS.

School upset as 
chairman quits 


A CLOSURE-THREATENED 
Oswestry village school has lost 
its second chairman of governors 
within weeks. 

Tony Milner has resigned as chair¬ 
man of the board at Maesbury Primary 
School just over a month after stepping 
into the breach left by the previous 
chairman. 

Mr Milner did not want to comment but 
confirmed he was no longer in the role. He 
will still remain as an active member of the 
board. 

The primary school is facing the axe 
under a hard-hitting education review by 
Shropshire Council in which nine schools 
are earmarked for closure. 

Parents at the school revealed they did 
not want to send their children to Kinnerley 
School, which is the recommended alterna¬ 


tive. Last week the school was offered a six- 
week lifeline, along with three other pri¬ 
mary schools in the area and Wakeman 
secondary in Shrewsbury, to come up with a 
viable alternative. 

Now school supporters, governors and the 
headteacher are trying to put together a 
solid proposal to bring back to cabinet. 

Mr Milner became the chairman of the 
governors when Dawn Jones resigned from 
the post in March. 

Rosemary Finney, headteacher, said: 
“The chair of the governors stepped down 
but he is still on the governing body board. 

“He felt that he could best serve the needs 
of the school by being on the board rather 
than the chair.” 

Supporters of Maesbury school say the 
fight to save it is not over and they are look¬ 
ing into finding a way to get Academy sta¬ 
tus. This would take the control away from 
Shropshire Council.

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Council's 
rate offer 
on empty 
premises 

THE OWNERS of Oswes¬ 
try’s empty shops may 
escape paying rates if they 
join an arts scheme trans¬ 
forming the town centre. 

The Footfall scheme takes 
artwork, often from stu¬ 
dents, and exhibits it in 
empty shop windows. 

Some projects have even 
seen the empty shops open 
temporarily to host exhibi¬ 
tions. 

Now Shropshire Council 
has offered the owners of 
empty shops in Oswestry the 
chance to avoid paying 
empty property rates if they 
work with the Footfall pro¬ 
ject. 

Wendy Unwin, from Foot¬ 
fall, said that in 2009 when 
the project began there were 
30 empty shops in Oswestry. 

“Now there are fewer 
than 15,” she said. 

“One of the first shops 
that Footfall exhibited in 
sold very shortly after the 
exhibition and another, the 
Motorworld store, at one of 
the major entrances to the 
retail centre, has also been 
sold.” 

Another Footfall member, 
Buzz Thomas, said it had 
been very difficult at the 
beginning to persuade shop 
owners to allow their 
premises to be used. 

“We are now getting a lot 
of interest from owners, 
thanks to Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil stating that empty shops 
rates can be waived if Foot¬ 
fall is in the premises.” 

George Candler, Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s area director 
for the north, said: ‘I’m 
delighted that Shropshire 
Council’s role in Footfall has 
helped the partnership have 
such a positive effect.”

OSWESTRY MP Owen Paterson has urged 
the Government to reclassify the drug GHB 
after it was linked to two deaths in the county. 

Mr Paterson is contacting Home Secretary Theresa May 
to urge her to consider upgrading the drug from Class C to 
Class B. 

The move comes after Mr Paterson met some of the 
county’s top police officers to discuss the problem. 

Mr Paterson said: “I am told that the drug is extremely 
addictive and is being linked to two deaths in Oswestry, 
where it appears that there may be tens or even hundreds 
of people taking the drug on a regular basis.

“However, the drug is still classed only as Grade C. 

“I congratulate West Mercia Police for taking this 
extremely seriously.” 

West Mercia Police has urged the Government to look at 
the way the drug is viewed after Oswestry was officially 
recognised as having more users per head of population 
than anywhere else in Britain. 

Mr Paterson met with Superintendent Peter Lightwood, 
Detective Chief Inspector Alan Edwards, and Chief Inspec¬ 
tors David McWilliam and Martin Whitelegg at West Mer¬ 
cia’s divisional headquarters in Shrewsbury. 

“We agreed that West Mercia Police will write to me and 
I will pass on the request to the Home Secretary. We will be 
urging her to consider reclassifying GHB from Grade C to 
Grade B.” 

Last month police launched Operation Bubble, involving 
about 100 police officers. Teams of police raided eight 
homes, seven in Shropshire and made 13 arrests. These led 
to some people being cautioned and others being bailed 
while police made more inquiries.

A CAMPAIGNER who

Mrs Poppit launched her 
online Roar - Redesign Our 
A5 Road - campaign after 
the deaths of two motorists 
in March last year following 
a horrific collision. 

More than 700 people 
signed up to the campaign, 
which suggested various 
improvements on the road, 
including a blanket overtak¬ 
ing ban and a reduction of 
the speed limit.

And his delighted supporters cheered enthusiastically as he took to the 
microphone to make his acceptance speech at Welshpool last week. He 
said: “It is a great privilege to be elected and that the people of Mont¬ 
gomeryshire have chosen me to represent them in the Welsh Assembly.

Yup, life can be a lottery, and, 
clutching a batch of freshly pur¬ 
chased scratchcards on Labur¬ 
num Drive, Mark Jones begins 
the regular task of hedging his 
bets. 

“I usually have £10 to £15 
worth a day and I usually break 
even,” says Mark, scratching 
away in hope outside the shop.

CAMPAIGNERS ARE hoping that 
Oswestry’s cherry trees have not 
flowered for the last time. 

The axe is still hanging over the group of 
cherry trees which line the town’s Festival 
Square and car park. But campaigners fight¬ 
ing to save them hope that the sight of the 
trees at their best might persuade Shrop¬ 
shire Council to think again about chopping 
them down. 

Last year Shirehall officers gave approval 
for the nine trees to be felled after council¬ 
lors heard they were posing a health and 
safety problem. Officers said the tree roots 
were causing the iron grids to lift in the 
street and some surrounding paving slabs to 
buckle up. 

Affection 

The councillors agreed that the cherry 
trees would be replaced by new trees, a vari¬ 
ety called Golden Rain. But months later the 
trees are still standing. 

A campaign to keep the trees was 
launched by local businesses and students in 
the town. 

More than 50 protesters took part in a 
“hug-a-tree” day and the trees even found 
themselves with their own Facebook page. 

Jools Payne, one of the business people 
who began the campaign, said: “The sight of 
the cherry trees in full bloom has shown just 
what an asset they are to Oswestry. 

“We have contacted the council to find out 
what the situation is about the trees but 
have heard nothing from them. 

“There is huge affection for these trees 
and many folks are highly sceptical of the 
council’s argument that they are in such 
decline they wouldn’t tolerate other meth¬ 
ods to manage the problematic roots.” 

Fellow campaigner Rob Evans said: “Why 
can’t the trees have a circular bench placed 
around each of them? 

“It would cost far less to do this than 
remove the trees, roots and repave the 
area.” 

A spokesman for Shropshire Council said

The 
meeting will be held at St 
Oswald’s Church in Oswes¬ 
try from 7.30pm until 9pm. 

The food bank scheme has 
had a £5,000 donation to 
help with an application for 
charitable status. There are 
around 100 Trussell Trust 
food banks across the coun¬ 
try. When the Oswestry ser¬ 
vice is launched, shoppers 
will be asked to add an extra 
item to donate to the bank. 

Gillian Richards, co-ordi- 
nator of the food bank, said: 
“We have now got a very 
good team of trustees. It’s 
moving along very nicely. 

“We have not opened the 
bank yet as we are still in 
negotiations over a prop¬ 
erty.” 

Chris Mould, director of 
the Trussell Trust, said 13 
million people live below the 
poverty line with some par¬ 
ents skipping meals to feed 
their children. 


Chamber chief's call over 
singing praises of town

THE NEW chairman of Oswestry’s Chamber 
of Commerce has said the town should do 
more to shout about its wonderful country¬ 
side - including its Iron Age hill fort. 

Martin Anderson said that when he arrived in the area he 
was amazed at just how much Oswestry had to offer those 
shopping in and visiting the town.

Each year Oswestry plays host to a programme of activi¬ 
ties centred around the hill fort and it also features in 
Oswestry’s heritage open days held in September.

Todd Curley, 25, of 
Meadow Rise, Oswestry, 
admitted causing actual 
bodily harm after attacking 
Mark Cheyney in his front 
garden on August 18 last 
year. Elliot Curley, 23, his 
brother, of the same 
address, pleaded guilty to 
affray at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court. 

The court heard Mr 
Cheyney was punched in 
the face by Todd Curley, 
who then bit the victim. 

The court was also told 
Elliot Curley kicked Mr 
Cheyney while he was on 
the ground. 

The assault happened in 
the garden of Mr Cheyney’s 
home at Old Fort Road in 
Oswestry said Mr Kevin 
Jones, prosecuting. 

He said the brothers had 
acted together in the attack 
at the home Mr Cheyney 
shared with his partner 
Joanne O’Hara and their 
children. 

During the two-day hear¬ 
ing Elliot Curley alleged 
Miss O’Hara had made 
unpleasant comments 
about his disabled sister. 

Mr Jones told the jury 
there were a series of abu¬ 
sive text messages between 
Mr Cheyney and Todd Cur¬ 
ley before the brothers vis¬ 
ited the victim’s home and 
assaulted him. 

The pair will be sen¬ 
tenced on June 10. 

Both were bailed and told 
to have no contact with Mr 
Cheyney or Miss O’Hara.

But pupils at Rhyn Park, Lauren Haughton and Lau¬ 
ren Jones, 15, said an all-through school would benefit 
the whole community and urged anyone worried to go 
along to the open evening. 

They said many fears would be allayed by staggering 
break and lunchtimes for the different age ranges. 

“The open evening is an invitation to other students 
and parents to chat about what it is like at Rhyn Park,” 
they said. 

The evening, which will start at 6pm, will begin with a 
presentation and then be followed by smaller around- 
the-table talks with the year 10 pupils. 

Lauren Haughton said: “This is our school and we are 
proud of it and of its success. 

The younger children could share in that success and 
having younger children here would benefit the older 
students and encourage more responsibility.”

Talks on 
survey 
to open 
streets 

OSWESTRY CHAMBER Of 
Commerce will discuss car¬ 
rying out a survey on 
reopening some of the 
town’s pedestrianised 
streets. 

Calls to reopen part of the 
town centre came from taxi 
driver Mark Higgins at last 
week’s Oswestry Town 
Meeting. 

He said that pedestriani- 
sation had isolated both 
Cross Street and Bailey 
Street and wanted to see 
roads open again. 

The council is suggesting 
that the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce carry out a survey of 
the public to see if there is 
enough support to push for 
some of the pedestrianisa- 
tion to be lifted. 

Mr Higgins said: “Many 
parts of the town are suffer¬ 
ing and I believe pedestrian- 
isation is responsible. 
Pedestrianisation in Oswes¬ 
try has failed. 

“Cross Street was open to 
traffic for a time earlier this 
year when Beatrice Street 
was shut because of water 
works. It seemed to be much 
busier and vibrant then.” 

Councillor Saffron 

Rainey, from Oswestry 
Town Council, said pedestri¬ 
anisation needed looking 
into. “There is no doubt that 
Cross Street has declined 
significantly. It is now prob¬ 
ably the most blighted street 
in Oswestry. 

“We also need to look at 
signposting to point visitors 
to the shopping streets.” 

The chairman of Oswestry 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Martin Anderson, said he 
would take the idea of a sur¬ 
vey on pedestrianisation 
back to his members.

“Employment law has always 
fascinated me in terms of the rela¬ 
tionship between the employer 
and employee, particularly now 
that the recession is having such 
an impact on jobs. It is now more 
than ever that employers need 
good advice on how to move for¬ 
ward and how to deal with rela¬ 
tions with their staff day-to-day. 

“ I was very fortunate to get this 
position and just love my work and 
that I have so much to look for¬ 
ward to in terms of my develop¬ 
ment.

Builder puts focus on 
‘green’ heating 


A north Shropshire builder is inviting people to see an environmentally 
friendly heating system it is claimed will save up to 70 per cent on 
household bills. 

Two properties by Sircar Builders Ltd have been built in Market Drayton with 
ground source heat pumps that are more commonly seen in homes in 
countries such as Norway and Sweden. 

The technology saves on heating bills and the Government is planning to 
unveil a funding scheme for owners of homes with such pumps. 

Running costs for the system should be about £300 to £350 a year based 
on maintaining a constant internal temperature of about 20oC (68F). The 
Government’s Renewable Heat Incentive should equate to a yearly payment 
of about £750 to £1,000 which is set to run for a period of 20 years. 

One of the two four bedroomed properties in Newcastle Road remains for 
sale at £298,500. People will be able to see the property at an open day on 
May 14 from 10am to 4pm. 

Qualifying 

A representative from Ice Energy will be available on the day to talk about 
the new heating system, solar PV and air source pumps. 

Phil Sheldon, of Ice Energy, which has supplied the systems to Sircar 
Builders, said: “The Government figures are likely to be between £750 to 
£1,000 a year funding from the Government for the average three 
bedroomed home for ground source heat pumps. 

This is set to be paid every year for 20 years, for all qualifying heat pumps.” 
The systems have cost Sircar about £15,000 each, which it has included as 
an incentive to buyers, rather than adding to the asking price.

A HAIL STORM and driving rain made this year’s Bor¬ 
derland Rotary Club/ Dairi-Pak Mountain Bike Challenge 
more of a challenge than usual.

AN OSWESTRY CHURCH organ may never be 
fully repaired after fundraisers decided to end 
their collecting efforts. 

Members of the organ restoration project at the Parish 
Church of St Oswald the King and Martyr, in Church Road, 
have been organising events for around five years. 

About £78,000 has been raised for the project so far to 
improve the in 1875 Victorian organ which, based on 2008 
quotes, is expected to cost up to £100,000 for all the work 
needed. 

But Veronica Donkin, organist, has revealed they have 
decided to end the fundraising project later this year after a 
major flower festival fundraiser.

The group tried to get grant funding by both the Arts 
Council and Heritage Lottery Fund but was turned down as 
they didn’t quite fit the grant bodies criteria. 

Mrs Donkin said: “We haven’t succeeded in getting the 
funding we need to do the whole project. 

“We have decided we have a big flower festival at the end 
of September and that will be the last major fundraising 
event we have. 

“We will see what we raise from that and then discuss 
costs and take decisions on what we can and can’t do. 

“It is very sad but it is reflecting what has happened in 
the economy. 

“There is a limit to how long you can run a project and 
keep people interested. There is also a limit to our own 
energy. 

“It is a shame. Personally it is a great disappointment. 

“We have worked very hard and tried all the possibilities 
to get the money but it is not forthcoming.” 

The money raised so far will go towards getting the 
instrument re-leathered but will not get it restored com¬ 
pletely. 

This will give the organ another 80 to 100 years. 

At the moment the organ is not working after recently 
suffering a double blower burst. It has had to be taken away 
for repairs which means it has not been played for two Sun¬ 
days or two funerals. 

The flower festival will take place on The last Thursday 
to Saturday in September.

OSWESTRY’S YOUTH 
Cafe leaders have 
appealed for volunteers to 
help keep the project run¬ 
ning behind the scenes. 

Greg Hickman, chairman of the 
youth cafe, said that all skills were 
needed to run the charitable drop- 
in project for teenagers. 

He was talking to Oswestry’s 
annual town meeting about the 
facilities the youth cafe offered. 

Mr Hickman said the cafe, in the 
Queens building, Oswald Road, 
was one of the first in Britain. 

It opened with the help of fund¬ 
ing from Oswestry Town Council, 
six years ago. 

“Since then we have also helped 
youth cafes to set up in other areas, 
from as close as Wrexham to as far 
away as Cornwall,” he said. 

“We set ourselves up to try to 
help deal with some of the prob¬ 
lems that face young people in 
Oswestry.” 

We provide a safe environment 
in which young people can relax 
and do what they want to do, 
whether that is playing snooker, 
getting involved in projects such as 
In-Bloom, going on the computers 


or simply lounging on the sofas.” 
Mr Hickman said the drop-in cafe 
was also able to offer support to the 
young people, whether that was 
signposting them to different ser¬ 
vices or supporting their educa¬ 
tion. 

“We also give help to those look¬ 
ing to set up their home, we pro¬ 
vide cookery help and can even give 
support with reading and maths 
skills.” 

He said the youth cafe also tried 
to help Oswestry’s long-term, 
unemployed young people. 

“We live in a rural area and so it 
is very hard for many people to find 
work. We work with agencies to try 
to find placements for young peo¬ 
ple and offer volunteering place¬ 
ments which have led to jobs.” 

The cafe on the premises sells 
food and non-alcoholic drinks 
which Mr Hickman said was aimed 
at getting healthy eating across. 

He also urged those at the town 
meeting to drop in and see whether 
they could offer some voluntary 
help. 

“We need all kinds of help 
including behind-the-scenes work 
such as accounting skills and 
organisational skills. ”

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Adding up school day memories 



WE’RE GOING back to school 
today to bring back some 
memories of what will be, for 
many of you, those far-off 
school days. 

These photos which we have 
dredged up from our archives will 
have some of you remembering old 
friends, or perhaps only half 
remembering them and wracking 
your brains to recall their names. 

Changed 

A few of you poring over these pho¬ 
tos will spot yourself as you were then, 
and experience those tingles of toe¬ 
curling embarrassment.

Let’s start at Welshpool’s Gungrog 
Primary School. The date is May 5, 
1971 - it’s actually written on the 
blackboard, which gives us the addi¬ 
tional information that it was a 
Wednesday.

The lady by the window is unfortu¬ 


nately not named in the caption, but 
no doubt these pupils - who must be 
pushing 50 now - will recognise her. 

Prizegiving 

Our next dip into the files takes us 
to Welshpool again where the High 
School pupils are assembling for their 
end-of-term prizegiving on July 12, 
1974. You may wonder why they all 
appear to be girls. Well, there are lots 
of boys there too - but they’re all sep¬ 


arated out and are on the right. 
Wouldn’t do to mix them, would it? 

Lastly, back in July 1996, some 
pupils from Gobowen School were 
truly on a different planet - Planet in 
this case being a mechanical marvel 
among the collection at Oswestry 
Transport Museum. They visited the 
museum to help them with their 
transport project and to get a close-up 
look at some trains.

Real buzz 
around 
new hive 

AN OSWESTRY man has 
designed a new “bee- 
friendly” hive which he says 
should avoid some of the dis¬ 
eases that plague traditional 
hives. 

Beekeeper Tony Gray 
says the octagonal hives are 
an “exciting new idea”. 

He set up his Oswestry 
business, Fragile Planet in 
Maesbury Road, to supply 
other beekeepers four years 
ago and now employs 14 peo¬ 
ple. 

The hives are made from 
Welsh Western Red Cedar 
from Llanfyllin and have 
octagonal boxes rather than 
rectangular ones which are 
added to the top of the hive, 
not the bottom. 

“This means the queen 
bee always lays in new comb 
on the leading edge of the 
comb as she does in the 
wild,” he said. 

“The hives also have 
observation windows so that 
you can see the colony devel¬ 
oping quickly and easily. 
And the new comb is clean 
and fresh which should help 
to prevent some of the dis¬ 
eases which plague bee 
hives.” 

The hives will be launched 
at the Royal Horticultural 
Society’s Malvern Show. 


Ants' fearsome raid

The track looked like it had 
recently been vacated by a large 
pod of hippos, who aside from wal¬ 
lowing in the pond-sized potholes, 
had also engaged in some heavy 
petting without being told to leave 
the pool. And the sign dutifully 
warned of crocodiles, venomous 
snakes and jaguars.

With such a warm welcome 
already conveyed upon me, it 
seemed rude to turn back and 
besides, night was falling and I pre¬ 
ferred imagining that things could 
only get better, rather than pitch a 
tent next to a Guatemalan excuse 
for a road. 

As it turned out, I shouldn’t have 
worried about crocs, snakes and 
jaguars. In the jungle, it is the 
things you don’t see, that get you. 

Finding a small clearing for 
myself and my tent, I crawled into 
my sleeping bag and fell sound 
asleep. Waking at dawn, I congrat¬ 
ulated myself on surviving the 
night, threw off my sleeping bag 
and unzipped the tent door. 

My pack was still sitting in the 


makeshift porch but, as I inspected 
it, I could see something was 
wrong. All the food I had inside had 
disappeared, yet the bag itself had 
not moved an inch. 

I got up and walked outside. As I 
looked back at my tent, I got a 
shock. There was a ring of army 
ants encircling me and held aloft 
above their tiny bodies, were the 
last particles of crisps and dried 
beef disappearing along a lengthy 
line of insects into the forest. 

Without a trace 

Army ants are fearsome crea¬ 
tures. The soldiers and workers 
regularly set out on raiding parties, 
enveloping anything that gets in 
their way and chopping it up into 
ant-sized blocks for transportation 
back to the nest. 

In Africa, villagers leave their 
homes when a colony is on the 
move. 

When the people return, the ants 
will have eaten every last cock¬ 
roach and scorpion in the area and 
left without a trace. There is a 
more sinister side to the ants how¬ 


ever; it is said sleeping babies have 
been carried away in manageable 
portions, along with the cock¬ 
roaches and scorpions. 

In Shropshire we do not thank¬ 
fully have any army ant species in 
residence, but we do have wood 
ants. These interesting little ani¬ 
mals build their nests of rotten 
wood and pine needles. I was once 
watching a nest from a distance, 
when a blackbird hopped down to 
investigate. 

It was not “set upon” by the ants, 
but it flew off in haste to its perch 
above the colony. The blackbird 
was not bitten, but instead was 
“squirted” by hundreds of ants, 
who point their abdomens at their 
attacker and fire off jets of formic 
acid. Not as menacing as a march¬ 
ing column of army ants, but I for 
one would rather be squirted, than 
sliced and diced.

ALL MOTORING journalists are 
asked which is the best car 
they have ever driven. 

I never give an answer but would 
have to say that the Audi RS5 is right 
up there when accolades are being 
handed out. 

This car has the lot. Audis do it for 
me anyway, but the RS5 has frighten¬ 
ing performance, glue-like grip and 
styling that turns heads wherever you 
drive in gleaming red. 

x-head 

Meeting one coming in the opposite 
direction really makes you realise how 
imposing and striking this car looks on 
the roads - you just don’t see too many 
of them at £58,000. 

The RS5 packs a whopping 444bhp 
punch, thanks to a 4.2-litre V8. It’s 
capable of sprinting from 0-62mph in 
4.6 seconds and comes with Audi’s 
seven-speed twin clutch automatic 
gearbox as standard. 

Huge tyres on 19” alloys and an 
advanced four-wheel-drive system 
mean grip and traction are as good as 
it gets. The RS5 also has an adaptive 
suspension with settings ranging from 
Dynamic to Comfort - selecting auto-

matic means it automatically swaps 
between the two and you don’t have to 
worry. 

While the driving experience is 
immense, a big thirsty engine means 
spending far too much time at the 
petrol forecourt. Audi claim a com¬ 
bined figure of 26.2mpgbut it beats me 
how they achieved that. The model on 
test needed a fuel tank attached. 

Insurance costs are also a worry and 
huge emissions mean the company tax 
bill is also through the roof. On the 
plus side residual values are as strong 
as all other models in the Audi family. 

The dashboard ticks all the right 
boxes but is fussy and over elaborate 
and even after a week behind the 
wheel I still hadn’t sorted everything 
out. 

The RS5 has plenty of styling 
touches to befit its sporty status. It sits 
on 19-inch alloys, and you also get 
sparkly xenon headlamps with LED 
running lights, a body kit and alu¬ 
minium effect door mirrors. 

On the inside, the sporty touches 
include electrically adjusting leather 
sports seats. Parking sensors and cli¬ 
mate control are also standard. 

The 7-speed S tronic gearbox 
enables gearshifts to be executed in a 
few hundredths of a second with virtu¬ 
ally no interruption in power flow. 

This is the first time that this gear¬ 
box has been fitted in conjunction with 
a high-revving engine giving the per¬ 
formance and the acoustics that you 
would expect from an RS model.

driving style that guarantees maxi¬ 
mum agility and driving enjoyment. 

The extending rear spoiler is inte¬ 
grated into the luggage compartment 
lid. To increase downforce at high 
speed, the spoiler extends automati¬ 
cally at high speeds. 

It is retracted again when the car 
reduces speed. 



The rear spoiler can also be activated 
or deactivated by pressing a button on 
the centre console. The rear seats are 
too cramped for tall adults, as the 
roofline restricts rear headroom and 
there’s little leg and knee-room, 
though you do sit deeply in the chairs. 

The car does though have a huige 
boot which sailed through the ‘golf 
club test’. 

Wide opening front doors and elec¬ 
trically sliding seats mean entry for 
rear seat passengers is easy enough. 

Is it the best car I have ever driven? 
Probably not. But I’m still not saying 
which is.

Electric cars bring 
spark to challenge 


THE EARLY entry list for the 2011 
RAC Future Car Challenge proves 
that zero emissions can bring high 
excitement. 

Taking place on Saturday, November 5, 
the opening list of vehicles taking part in 
this year’s challenge reads more like the 
starting grid of a motor race than a compe¬ 
tition for low-energy vehicles. 

The Royal Automobile Club event has also 
received the backing of three times Formula 
1 World Champion Sir Jackie Stewart. 

“The motor vehicle in modern times has 
enjoyed continuous development and abuse 
of energy, however this has become unac¬ 
ceptable to many,” said Sir Jackie. 

“To encourage better use of this great cur¬ 
rency I congratulate the Royal Automobile 
Club in their initiative to promote new ways 
of achieving results for the motorised com¬ 
munity.” 

First entries received for the 2011 event 
provide a striking line-up of EV sports cars 
including the Radical SRZero supercar, 
Tesla Roadster, Delta E4 Electric Coupe, 
Vortex EV Coupe and the Ecotricity Neme¬ 
sis. 

The Tesla Roadster, pictured, is well- 
known as the first production electric sports 
car as well as being one of the fastest. 

The British-built Ecotricity benefits from a

similar lightweight structure to the Tesla but 
uses a different cell and motor arrangement. 
A speed of 170mph makes it possibly the 
world’s fastest electric vehicle. Their rival 
comes in the shape of the Delta E4 Electric 
Coupe, which has a hi-tech carbon fibre 
design with impressive performance on elec¬ 
tric power. 

The Vortex EV Coupe uses a lightweight, 
pared-back design and with a target weight 
of under 600kg the Vortex Sports Electric 
will be capable of blasting 0 to 60mph in 
under six seconds. 

Although these confirmed entries are 
electric, the RAC Future Car Challenge is 
also open to hybrid, hydrogen and low-emis¬ 
sion internal combustion engine cars and 
light-commercial vehicles.

AFTER MISSING out on the Welsh Premier title, 
The New Saints have not renewed the contracts of 
three senior players while also releasing four junior 
professionals from their current squad. 

Midfielder Jamie Wood has not been offered terms 
along with right back Danny Holmes and wingman 
Craig Williams, who spent the second half of this sea¬ 
son on-loan with his former club Llanelli. 

The four junior pros released are all products of the 
TNS Scholarship scheme - midfielder John McKenna, 
striker Craig Whitfield, wideman Ryan Marriott and 
defender Sean Jones - while a couple of other players 
are believed to be mulling over new deals. 


AS THEY prepare to return to pre-season training in 
less than two weeks, The New Saints have moved 
quickly to bolster their hackline by signing two 
defenders. 

Manager Mike Davies admits the backline has been a concern 
and has swooped for former Derby County trainee Jermaine 
Johnson, who joins from Stafford Rangers, and ex-Wrexham 
right back Simon Spener - who arrives from Barrow. 

Both put pen to paper this week ahead of this summer’s 
Europa League campaign which, after the full-timers 
return to training a week on Monday, could get underway 
as early as Thursday June, 30. 

“I’m sure Jermaine and Simon will be excellent signings 
for the club, it’s certainly an 
area we needed to 
strengthen,” said Davies. 

“With us back in training 
so soon, we needed to move 
quickly and there could be 
one or two more coming in. 

“It’s not ideal starting 
back so soon but we have to 
get on with it and make sure 
we prepare well.” 

TNS, as runners-up in the 
Welsh Premier, must play in 
the first qualifying round of 
the Europa League after 
Welsh Cup winners Llanelli 
booked their place in the sec¬ 
ond round. 

Twenty-year-old Johnson 
joined Saints ahead of sev¬ 
eral clubs, including Scot¬ 
tish Premier League outfit 
Kilmarnock, while Spender 
turned down a new deal at 
Barrow and also rejected a 
switch to Saints’ Welsh Pre¬ 
mier rivals Airbus UK. 

“TNS have been the best 
side in Wales over the past 
10 years and, having dis¬ 
cussed the club” plans for 
the future, I am sure that 
success will continue,” said 
Spender, 25. 

Johnson, who suffered rel¬ 
egation from Blue Square 
Bet North with Stafford last 
season, added: “I wanted to 
get back into full-time foot¬ 
ball as quickly as possible 
and TNS have given me that 
opportunity.”
